The earth is divided into four principal parts, namely, Europe, Afia; - 
Africa, and America; and theſe into various parts, mean . as the power 
of different princes has prevailed. Sometimes one large empire has com- 
prehended aſtoniſhing tracts of country, and gave laws to the greateſt part of 
the known world. At others, thoſe vaſt empires have been ſubdivided into 
a great variety of ſmall ſtates and kingdoms, enjoying their own governors, _ © 
liberties, and laws.

The revenues of the government 
ariſe from the tribute paid by the Moors 
and Arabs, a detachment of the army bein 
ſent into each province every year to I 
lect it; and the prizes they take at ſea ſome» 
times equal the taxes they lay upon the na- 
tives.

well ſaid to exceed that of every other na» 
tion in the world, and as their country is 
in general very fine, it is without doubt 


the moſt pleaſant and fertile on earth; 


even thoſe places that are naturally the 
moſt barren, being aſſiſted by art as far as 
that is capable of remedying the defects of 
nature. The air in the northern parts is 
ſharp, towards the middle mild and tempe- 


rate, and in the ſouthern parts, lying with. - 


in and about the tropic of Cancer, very hots 
The country abounds with the vegetable 


productions to be met with in Europe, has 


many of the aromatic plants and ſpices to 
be met with in other parts of the E. Indies, 
and not a few peculiar to itſeif. Among 


theſe the tallow- tree is one of the moſt re- 


markable. It is about the height of a cher» 


ry tree, with a ſhort trunk, ſmooth bark, 


crooked branches, and red heart - ſhaped 
leaves. The fruit has ſome of the proper- 
ties of tallow, and when mixed with oil is. 
manufactured into candles by the inhabi- 


tants; but their light is inferior to that of _ 


our candles, and they have a ſtrong ſmell. 


The tree that produces the fine black var- 


niſh called Japan, is to be found in China 
as well as in the Japan'iſlands; but the var- 
niſh is of a very poiſonous nature to thoſe 
who manufacture it. It muſt be obſerved, 
however, that the Chineſe, notwithſtanding 


all their induſtry, are far from having the 


beſt methods of managing their vegetable 
productions ſo as to make them turn to the 


moſt account. They are unacquainted with 


the method of inoculating or engraftin 


trees, and therefore even their moſt delici- 


ous fruits are far from having the agreeable 
taſte or flavour of thoſe of Europe and 
America. The tea- plant forms one of the 
great branches of Chineſe commerce; all 


the reſt of the world being ſupplied with 


that article from China. Notwithſtanding 
the general and long eſtabliſhed uſe of this 


article, however, the method of manufac» _ 


turing it is very little known among us- 


Metals of all kinds are to be found in Chi- 


na, and a kind of white copper is ſaid to 


be peculiar to it; though this is with good 
realon ſuppoſed to be an artificial produc» 


tion. The country would afford plenty of 


gold, were it not a fundamental maxim in 


the Chineſe government to encourage the 


ſearching after this metal as lightly as poſ- 


fible ; for which reaſon the gold mines are 


much neglected; the quantity requiſite for

by the Ocean. It is about 60 miles in 
length, and 560 in breadth. The French 
have a foreign trade to Spain, Italy, Tur- 
key, and to the Eaſt and Well Indies; and 
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ce the concluſion of the American war, 
they carry on a great trade with all the 


United Provinces of North America. They 
themſelves reckon that the number of the 


inhabitants is 25,000,000. The principal 
provinces are, Alſace, Angoumois, Anjou, 
ee Artois, Aunis, Auvergne, Beau- 
jolois, Beauce, Berry, Bigorre, Bourbon- 
nois, Burgundy, the Franche Comte, Breſſe,

Lotrain; all theſe provinces are divided 
into diſtricts, which have their particular 
names. The air of France is ſaid to be pe- 
. uliarly mild and wholeſome. The foil in 
many places is excellent, though in others 
the heat in ſummer entirely conſumes the 
yerdure; and theſe parched ſpots are ſcarce 
found capable of producing rye and cheſ- 
nuts ſufficient for the maintenance of the 
poor people who inhabit them. It muſt 
be owned, however, that agriculture is in 
a very bad ſtate in this country. France 
in general is not a mountainons country; 
though its boundaries on the land fide are 
the bigh ridges called the Alps, which ſe- 
parate it from Italy, the Pyrenees which 
divide it from Spain, and Mount Jura 
which ſeparates ir from Switzerland. Be- 
. tides theſe, there are the Cevennes in the 
province of Languedoc, and Mount Dor in 
that of Auvergne. The country abounds 


with many and fine rivers, as the Loire, 


which runs N, and N. W, its courſe, in- 
cluding the windings, not leſs than. 500 
miles. The Rhone flows through the 
country in a S. W. direction, and then run- 
ning due S. falls into the Mediterranean. 
The Garonne riſes in the Pyrenean moun- 
tains, and running N. E. communicates 
with the Mediterranean, by a canal made 
by order of Louis XIV. The Seine, tbe 
Sorne, Somme, Moſelle, Var, and Adour, 
are all conſiderable ſtreams, which are of 
great ſervice to the inland commerce of 
the country; and this is ſtill further aug- 
mented by the great number of artificial, 
canals which open a communication be- 
dent one part of the country and another.

The important events that have taken place 
in the country ſince that period, and the. 


unſettled ſtate in which it ſtill remains, 
render it impoſſible to give any accouut of 
its political government, which is perpe- 
tually fluctuating as the different parties 
aſſume the lead, and acquire the confidence.

rich. At Genoa is a bank, with part of 
the public duties for its ſtock, Spain is 
very much in debt to this republic, for 
ſums lent ever ſince the reign of Philip Il.

Their principal manufactures 
are ſilks, velvets, and brocades, of which 
coniiderablt quantities are exported, with

the oppreſſion of the French and Spaniards, 
and ſettled their preſent form of govern- 
ment in 1528.

Here are two churches, one for the Protel- 
tants, and the other for the Papiſts; as al- 
ſo a good hoſpital, a town hall, and a pri- 
fon for debtors. They are a corporation, 
and have a mayor -and aldermen, with 
other proper officers. The Black Town is 
inhabited by Gentoos, Mahometans, and 
Portugueſe and Armenian Chriſtians, and 
each religion have their temples and church- 
es. This; as well as the White Town, is 
ruled by the Engliſh governor and his 
council, The diamond mines are but a 
week's journey from this place, which ren- 
ders them pretty plentiful, but there are 
no large ones ſince that great diamond was 
procured by Governor Pitt. This colony 
Produces very little of its own growth or 
manufacture for foreign markets, and the 
trade is in the hands of the Armenians and

but afterwards demoliſned, and a royal ob- 
ſervatory erected in its place by King 
Charles II. furniſhed with mathematical in- 
ſtruments for aiironomical obſervations, 
and a deep dry well for obſerving the ſtars 
in the day-time. The palace was enlarged 
by Henry VII. but completed by Henry VIII. 
This being afterwards much neglected, 
King Charles II. who had enlarged the 
park, walled it about and planted it, pulled 
it down, and began another, of which he 
lived to ſee, the firſt wing magnificently 
faied. But King William III. in 1694, 
granted it, with nine acres of ground there- 
to belonging, to be converted into a royal 
hoſpital for old and diſabled ſeamen, the 
widows and children of thoſe who loſt their 
lives in the ſervice, and for the encourage- 
ment of navigation. The wing, which 
colt King Charles 36,0001. is now the firſt 
wing of the hoſpital towards London.

at the S. E. quarter of the building, with 
the chapel, which was the moſt elegant in 


the world, the great dining hall, and eight

280 ſilk beds in it, for ſtrangers only, and 
richly ſtored it with gold and ſilver plate; 
but it raiſed him ſo much envy, that to 
ſcreen himſelf he gave it to King Henry VIII. 
who in exchange allowed him his palace at 
Richmond. The buildings, gardens, and 
the two parks, to all which the late King 
William made confiderable additions, are 
about four miles in circuit, and watered 


on three ſides by the Thames, over which 


there is a bridge to it from Kingſton. The 
inward court was built by King William, 
and forms a piazza, the lowneſs of whoſe 
pillars makes it look more like a cloyſter 
than a palace, which, however, was ſo con- 
trived. for the conveniency of the king, 
who took great delight in this place, but 
his conſtitution did not allow him to mount 
llairs; nevertheleſs the apartments make 
ample amends for this, there being none 
more magnificent, nor more exactly diſ- 
poled, in any palace in the world; and his 
Majeſty, who had a good taſte in furniture, 
adorned it with all the elegance imaginable. 
Not to mention any of the other noble 
paintings by the greateſt maſters, there 
were in the great gallery the famous car- 
toons, being five pieces done by Raphael 
Urbin, which King William III. brought 
into England, and for which Louis XIV. 
offered 100,000 Louis d'ors, which paint- 
wgs were lately removed to the Queen's 
Palace in St James's Park. At this palace 
vere put up the battles of Alexander, 
wrought up in fine Bruſſels tapeſtry, which 
Fe worth the obſervation of the curious. 
in Buſhy Park is a caſcade, whiclis reckon- 
ed a maſter-piece in its kind.

1683, and in 1692 almoſt entirely deſtroy - 
ed it, not ſparing even the electoral burial 
place, many of the dead bodies being thrown 
about the ſtreets, merely becauſe ſame had 
concealed themſelves in vaults, obliging the 
inhabitants to-ſeek their ſafety in foreign 
countries ; many of them came into Eng- 
land, and were tranſported to our Ameri- 


can colonies. The greateft part of the in- 
babitants of Heidelburg are Proteſtants, but 
their ſovereign a Roman catholic. The 
late elector conceived a great prejudice a- 


gainſt the city, becauſe the magiſtrates re- 
fuſed to gratify him with an abſolute grant 
of the church of the Holy Ghoſt ; on which 
account he removed his court to Manheim 
and Schwetzingen, ſo that little furniture is 


elt in this palace except family pictures. 


The famous tun of Heidelburg was repair-

There was no kind of diſagreement be- 


tween the natives and the Britiſh while the 
ſhips remained at Botany Bay, The go- 
vernor, immediately aſter landing, examin- 
ed the bay itſelf ; when it appeared, that, 
though © extenſive, it afforded no ſhelter 


from the eaſterly winds; and that, in con- 


ſequence oſ its ſhallowneſs, ſhips of a mo- 
derate draught would always be obliged to 
anchor at the entrance of the bay, where 
they muſt be exppſed to a heavy ſea that rolls 
in whenever it blows-from the eaſtward.

ſolute, and the crown hereditary in the 


family of Auſtria, Their horſemen are 
called huſſars, and their foot ſoldiers: hey- 
dukes; but the inſurgents, as they are 


termed, are a ſort of militia, which is rai- 


ſed in caſes of the moſt urgent neceſſity. 
No country has a greater variety of baths 


and mineral ſprings in it than Hungary; and 


the buildings of thoſe at Buda were the moſt 
ſtately of any in Europe, while that city 
continued in the hands of the Turks. In 
this country four capital languages are ſpo- 
ken, namely, the Hungarian, which is of 
Scythian original, and the mother tongue; 
the Sclavonian, the Wallachian, and the La-

earth. Small lakes, fountains, and rivulets 


| dry up; and ſome are of opinion, that 


eruptions are haſtened when the mountain 
id covered with ice, by which the holes are 
ſtopped up, and the vapours confined. 
Dat whatever be in this, it is certain that 


thoſe mountains which are moſt covered 


with ice likewiſe burn the moſt violently. 

When an eruption is about to take place, 
| the ice burſts with a dreadful noiſe ; after 

.which, iſſue forth flames and ſmoke, from 


the latter of which proceed lightning and 


fre- balls. This is common to the ſmoke 
of all volcanoes ; but in Iceland the volca- 
nie lightning ſeems to be more terrible 
than in other parts of the world. Stones 
are alſo thrown out of theſe volcanoes to 
an incredible height and diſtance, inſo- 


much, that one, weighing 290 pounds, is 


ſaid to have fallen at the diſtance of 24 
miles from the mountain which emitted it. 
In this iſland are many hot and. boiling 
ſprings, which ſpout up to a greater height 
than any artificial water-work. Theſe ate 
much hotter than any of the ſame kind in 
Kamtſchatka, being generally near the heat 
of boiling water, and one, it is ſaid, even 
a degree above it; and all of them are im- 
pregnated with a kind of flinty earth, 
which incruſts the places filled by their 
waters; and ſometimes ſtops up for a little 
the paſſage through which they flow. 
'The moſt remarkable is named Geyſer, 
which makes a noiſe like the roaring of a 
*entarat, The depth of the pipe from 
which the water iſſues cannot be eſtimated,

the pipe itſelf, The water ſpouts with 
great violence through this pipe. ſeveral 
times in a day, and is ſaid to riſe higheſt 
in cold and bad weather. The natural hi- 
ſtorians of Iceland affirm, that it ſometimes 
riſes 60 fathoms, but our travellers did not 
obſerve it to aſcend more than 92 feet. 
The heat of theſe waters keeps them perpe- 
tually ſurrounded with a denſe whiteſmoke. 
Since the year 1749 an account has 
been kept of the weather in this iſland, 
the reſult of which is, that the coldneſs 
feems to increaſe in ſuch a megſvre as 
threatens ir with becoming altogether un- 
inhabitable. Formerly the country was 
entirely overgiown with wood, but now / 
it is impoſſible to rear any kind, not ex- 
cepting even the hardy Norwegian firs, 
which, after rifing about two feet high, 
begin to wither at top, and ceaſe to grow 
any more. This is thought to be occaſion- 
ed by the hurricanes which frequently hap 
pen in the months of May and June; Some 
barley was tried in 1772, but though it 
grew very briſkly, a violent ſtorm of wind 
fo effectually deſtroyed it at laſt, that only 
a ſew ſcattered grains could be found. 
| Beſides theſe violent winds, the ice which 
comes from the polar ſeas frequently de- 
ſtroys vegetation entirely. It is brought 
by an eaſterly wind, and comes frequently 
-in ſuch quantities as to fill up 'all the 
guifs on the N. W. ſide of the ifland, and 
even covers the Teas as far as the eye can 
reach. It conſiſts partly of mountainous . 
3 faid to be ſometimes 60 fathoms 
igh, and partly of field or flat ice. This 
laſt kind is leſs dreaded than the former 3 
for when ſuch enormous maſſes ground 
near the ſhore, they ſometimes remain un- 
diſſolved ſor years, and chill the atmoſ- 
phere to a great degree. When many of 
theſe huge. maſſes are floating together, 
the wood, which is often found drifting 
between them, ſuffers ſuch violent friction, 
that it ſometimes takes fire; which has 
given riſe to a fable, that the ice itſelf 
ſometimes burns.—-In 1753 and 1754 this 
ice occaſioned ſuch a violent cold, that 
horſes and ſheep dropped down dead ; the 
former were obſerved to eat dead cattle, 
and the latter the wool of each other. In 
1755, towards the end of the month of 
May, the waters were frozen over to the 
thickneſs of an inch and an half in one 
night. The ſame year a violent eruption 
of Mount Hecla took place, attended with 
dreadful volcanic lightning. In 1756 the 
ground was covered with fnow to the depth _ 
of 3 feet on the 26th of June; and the next

Tamer- 
Jane's ſucceſſors have filled the throne of 
Jadoſtan ever ſince, though they have often 
met with diſturbance, owing partly to 
their own imprudence, and partly to the 
ambition of others. Shah Alem, the cotem- 


potary of Kanh Khan, was taken prifoner 


y him, his capital and palace plundered, 
and the country laid under heavy contri» 
butions; beſides, he obliged him to: give 
up all che lands to the weſt of the Indus 
and the Attock, comprehending many 
rich principalities little inferior in value to 
the crown of Perſia itſelf. Upon the re- 
treat of Kouli Khan, who left the emperor. 
in poſſeſſion of his dignity, the Pataus in- 
vaded his dominions, but were repelled for 
that time by the bravery of the prince, 
a youth of 18. In the mean time, the em- 
peror was ſtrangled by his vizir; but the 


prince, upon his return, being informed of 


what had paſſed, acted his part ſo well in 
a courſe of well timed diſſimulation, that 
the conſpirators were all put to death, and 
he was himſelf recognized emperor, but 
was ſoon after driven from his throne by 
a freſh invaſion of Patans and Mabrattas. 
According to the lateſt accounts, the im- 
penal digniry of Indoſtan is veited in Shah. 
Zadah, who is univerſally acknowledged 
to be the true heir of the Tamerlane line; 
but his. power is paft its grand climatteric, 
and. he depends upon the power of the 
Engliſh to ſupport him, whoſe intereſt it 
8, as he is undoubtedly their beſt legal 
guarantee. Of, the Indian princes of the 
Lamerlane line, there were ſome who did 
not diſgrace their author. Aurengzebe, 
in particular, ſet  a' ſhining example to 
Chriſtian princes, of ſobriety and modera- 
ton, of attention to buſineſs, and the in- 
tereſt of his ſubjects. They perhaps had 
not ſenſe enough to diſcover his merit, but 
that does not ſeſſen it. He heard the com-

dant ſounds, One while you are ſtruck 
with the grating noiſe of engines, which hy 
a curious contrivance let down the coals in- 
to the boats; then again you hear the ſhock 
of an exploſion, occaſioned by the blowing 
up the hard rock, which will not yield to 
any other force than that of gun-powder ; 
the next minute your ears are ſaluted by 
the ſongs of merriment from either ſex, 
who thus beguile their labours in the mine. 
You have no ſooner reached the head of 
the works, than a new ſcene opens to your 
view. There you behold men and women 
almoſt in the primitive (tate of nature, toil- 
ing in different capacities, by the glimmer- 
ing of a dim taper, ſome digying coal out 
of the bowels of the earth; ſome again 
loading it in little waggons made for the 
- purpoſe ; others drawing thoſe waggons to 
the boats. To perfect this canal, without 
impeding the public roads, bridges are built 
over it, and where the earth has been rai- 
. ſed topreſerve the level, arches are formed 
under it : but what principally ſtrikes every 
beholder, is a work raiſed near Barton- 
bridge, to convey the canal over the river 
Merſey. This is done by means of three

450 feet long, of which the choir is 110, 
and the breadth in the broadeſt place $0, 
Its portico is hardly to be paralleled in Eng- 
land, There were till lately 26 ſtatues of 
the prophets, apoſtles, kings of Judah, and 
fome kings of this land, in a row above it, 
as big as the life ; and on the top, at each 


corner of the portico, is a ſtately ſpire, be- 


ſides a fine high ſteeple on the middle of 
the church. The choir is paved in great 
part with alabaſter and channel-coal, in 
imitation of black and white marble. In 


1789 it went under a general repair, when 


the maſſive groined arch betwixt the W. 
end of the church and the tranſcript, which 
had forced the fide walls out of its perpen- 
dicular, was removed, The prebendaries 
ſtalls, which are thought to be the beſt in 
England, were moſt of them re- erected 
at the charge of the country gentlemen, 
whoſe names and arms are painted at the 
top of the ſtalls. The N. door is extreme- 
ly rich in ſculpture, but much injured by 
time. The body, which is ſupported by 


- Pillars formed of numbers of flender co- 


lumns, has lately had irs decayed leaden 
roof replaced by a neat flated covering.. 


The choir merits attention on account of 
the elegant ſculpture about the windows, 


and the embattled gallery that runs beneath 


them ; to which the altarpiece of Grecian 
architecture but ill correſponds ; behind ++ 


which is Mary's chapel, divided from-it by 
a moſt elegant ſtone ſkreen of beautiful 
workmanſhip. Here ſtood St Chad's ſhrine, 
which coſt 2cool. The chapter houſe is 


an octagon room. In the ſame cloſe are the /

Courland on the S. and by the Baltic or 


Livonian Sea on the W. It is about 165 


miles in length from N. to S. and 118 in 


breadth from E. to W. and ſubdivided into 


two parts, that on the N. called Eſthland, 


and that on the S. Lettenland, the princi- 
pal towns of which are Narva, Revel, and 


Riga, having all excellent harbours, This 


country abounds in grain, ſupplying Swe 
den, Germany, and other countries with 
that commodity ; and being very well fi- 
tuated for trade, and having ſeveral com- 
modious harbours, it has occaſioned a long 
contention between the neighbouring prin- 
ces, being ſometimes in the poſſeſſion of 
one and ſometimes in that of another; fo 
that the inhabitants are a mixture of Ger- 
mans, Poles, Danes, Swedes, Ruſſians, &c. 
But the former calamities were light in 
compariſon of what this country ſuffered 
about the beginning of the preſent century, 
when Ruffia and Sweden contended for the 
ſovereignty of it; the Czar, Peter the Great, 
doubting whether he could maintain the 


poſſeſſion of that part of Livonia he had 


taken from the Swedes, ſent his Calmucks, 
and the other Tartars of his army into this 
country, where they committed unparal- 
leled brutalities. And, at laſt, after he had 
made an entire conqueſt of Livonia, finding 
the natives more inclined to their old ma-

ers the Swedes, than to the Ruſſians, he 
forced them to abandon their country, and 
drove multitudes of them in chains to rhe 
borders of the Caſpian Sea, though the Em-

No foi] in the world pro- 
duces greater plenty of neceſſaries, as ap- 
pears from the multitude of inhabitants 
ſubſiſting on the mountains, either on the 
ſpontaneous productions of the earth, or 
the game they catch ; in the ſands of their 


brooks is found plenty of gold duſt. The

It abounds in corn, 
fiſh, fowl, and all forts of animals and 
vegetables, common on the continent of 
Africa, Here is a variety of hills, dales, 
woods, and champaign country, well wa- 
tered with ſprings and ſtreams, and hag 
good harbours : yet no European nation 
has planted colonies here, it producing no 
merchandize to defray the expences of ſo 
long a voyage, negroes excepted, which 
trading veſſels purchaſe here as on the con- 
tinent. Beſides theſe, ſome of the inhabi- 
tants are white, and others tawny ; they 
dwell on the coaſt, and are deſcended from 
the Arabs, as appears from their language 
and religious rites, being a mixture of Ma- 
hometaniſm, ſudaiſm, and Paganiſm ; but 
"without moſques, temples, or ſtated wor- 
ſhip. The country is divided among ſeve- 
ral petty ſoverzigns, ſty led kings and prin- 
ces by the ſeamen that touch here : theſe 
make war againſt one another, as they do 
on the continent, and ſell the priſoners ſor 
ſlaves to ſhips that call here, taking cloths, 
utenſils, and other neceſſaries, in return. 

MADEIRA, an iſland of the Atlantic 
Ocean, in the form of a triangle, 240 miles 
N. by E. of TeneriF, 360 from Cape Can» 
tin, on the coaſt of Africa, and 300 N. of 
the ifland of Ferro, It was diſcovered, ac- 
cording to Mr Ovington, by an Engliſh 
gentleman, in 1344, and conquered by the 
Portugueſe in 1431. They ſet fire to a fo- 
reſt with a deſign to warm themſelves, which 
continued burning for ſeveral years; and 
the aſhes rendered the ſoil extremely fertile, 
eſpecially in wine, which it now produces

in great quantities, and keeps beſt in the 


hotteſt climate under the torrid zone. For 
this reaſon the inhabitants of the Caribbee 
Iſlands that can afford it drink little elſe, 
and the Maderia-wine that is brought to 
England is thought to be worth little, un- 
leſs it has firſt been a voyage to the W. In- 
dies. The air is temperate, pure, and ſe- 
rene, and they have oranges, bananoes, 
and other ſouthern fruits. They have alſo 
plenty of cattle and game, but they have 
no venomous creatures. This iſland is well 
watered and peopled, and the inhabitants 
are good-natured, but greatly addicted to 
pleaſure.

MALTA, an iſland in the Mediterra- 


nean, anciently called IPERIA, afterwards 1 
OGYGIA, and by the Greeks MELITE, 


from which the Saracens formed its pre- 
ſent name MALTA, We find mention 
made of it in the 28th chapter of the Acts 


of the Apoſtles, It is of an oval figure, 


its length is about 20 miles, its breadth 12, 
and its whole-circuit 60; is entirely rocky, 


and produces no more corn than ſerves the 
inhabitants for ſix months; the quantity of 


wine produced here is not conſiderable ; 
and what they want of both theſe articles 


they import from Sicily, The rock is 
white and ſoft, only covered about a foot 
deep with earth, producing plenty of peas, 
beans, and other pulſe, with melons and 


garden vegetables. They have no wood 
here, but that of their fruit trees. The 
iſland produces indigo, figs, cotton, honey 


grapes, olives, lemons, oranges, and all 


kinds of good fruit. Here are excellenr 
paſtures, with conſiderable fiſheries, ſea- 


ſalt, and a profitable coral fiſhery, The 


number. of its inhabitants amount to about 


60,000, and the annual revenue of the 


iſland to 76,000 ſcudi.

NAPLES, an ancient, large, rich, and 
trading ciry of Italy, and one of the fineſt 


in the world, being capital of a kingdom of 


the ſame name, with an archbiſhop's ſee, 
an univerſity, and four ceſtles. It is ſeated 
on the ſea-coaſt, ſurrounded with thick 
walls, regular baſtions, ſtrong towers, deep 


_ ditches, and ſeveral fortified caſtles. It is 


I5 miles in eircumference, and has-7 large 


ſuburbs, in which, and the city, they reckon 


300,000 inhabitants. There are three forts, 
built on purpoſe to keep the city in awe, 
one of which, called St Elmo, ſtands on a 
high hill, and is ſaid to be impregnable ; 
the caſtie d'Ovo defends the harbour, and 
is ſcared on the ſea, upon a rock; the other 
is Caſte] Nuovo, which ſtands near the ſea- 
ſide, at a ſmall diſtance from the royal pa- 
lace. In this is the governor's apartment, 
an arſenal, and the richeſt, cabinet of curio- 
fities in Europe. The ſtreets of Naples are 
large, ſtraight, and paved with free-ſtone. 
The houſes are all built with ſtone, gene- 


rally in the modern taſte, and very well 


furniſhed. There are a great many palaces, 


on account of the nobility who chuſe to re- 


ide here. That of the king is extremely 


large, and magnificently furniſhed. The 
convents and churches are ſurpriſingly rich, 


and it is a doubt whether thoſe at Rome 
furpaſs them or not. 
the cathedral. and the chapel where the 
blood of St Janvarivs is kept. TI: is built in 
the modern taſte, and is remarkable, as well 


fine paintings contained therein, Here they 


make excellent ſoap, fine cloths, and all 


forts of fluffs; and their wine and oil are 


excellent, and in great plenty. The air is 
puze, ſerene, and heaithy, and the weather 
in winter is very. mild. In ſhort, it would 
be a perſect paradiſe, if they were not liable 


every year. It lies 32 miles E. of the ocean, 
and 45 W. of Angiers.

NAPLEs, a kingdom in the 8. part of 
Italy, which has undergone a great many 
changes. The Normans became maſters of 
it in the eleventh century; and the ſove- 
reigns were called Counts, then Dukes, and 
after wards Kings of Puglia: But in 1282, 
Peter III. King of Arragon, cauſed all the 
Normans to be maſſacred; and this maf- 
ſacre was called the Sicilian Veſpers. After 


this Puglia was joined to Sicily, whence the 
ſovereigns have had the title of The King 


of the Two Sicilies for ahout 260 years 
paſt. It has been called the kingdom of 
Naples, from the city of that name, which 


is the capital, The French entered it again 


in 1504, but were driven away, and then 
it eame under the dominion of Spain; but 


the Archduke Charles, afterwardsthe Empe- 


rar Charles VI. got poſſeſſion of it in 1706. 
In 1736 it was given to Don Carlos, by the 
treaty of Vienna, who was lately in poſ- 
ſeſſion of it, but is now King of Spain, and 
was ſucceeded by his ſecond fon. This 
kingdom is a fief of the church, and the 


king pays to the pope every year a purſe of 


70,000 crowns of gold, and a white hack- 


| ney. This kingdom is a ſort of a penin- 
. ſula, and is bounded on three ſides by the 


Mediterranean Sea, and on the N. by the 
territory of the church. It is about 250 
miles in length, and 70 in breadth. The 


Apennine mountains croſs the whole coun- 


try from E. to W. and divide it into two 
parts, like two amphitheatres. The ſoil 
contains a great mixture of ſulphur, of 
which there are a great many mines, and 
feveral volcanos, The heat of the country 
is greatly owing to this; and for the ſame 
reaſon the fruits become perfectly ripe. 
| Theſe are oranges, lemons, citrons, pome- 
granates, almonds, dates, capers, bay-her- 


ries, and figs. Beſides theſe they have ſugar, 


aniſe-ſeed, pepper, and manna. Fhe wine 
produced here is excellent ; and the beſt of 
this is called Lachrymæ Chriſti, This coun- 
try is not leſs rich in flax, hemp, cotton, oil 
olive, honey, wax, iron, x alum ; like- 
wiſe deer, fiſh, and fowls, are very common. 


The Neapolitan horſes are in high eſteem. 


As this kingdom has been peopled by diffe- 
rent nations, one may readily conclude. that 
this mixture has produced ſtrange clſeds; 
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for the Neapolitans have not only the vices 


of the original natives, but thoſe of ſeveral 


other foreign nations. Thoſe who live in 
the country are greatly addicted to hunting, 
and very fond of horſes; but thoſe in the 
cities paſs their time in going to ſhews and 
ſpectacles. The ladies are greatly addicted 


to gallantry; and though their huſbands are 


jealous, they find means to deceive them. 
The common people are ſo inclined to kna- 
very and theft, that in Calabria one would 
think the eighth commandment was quite 
There was a (time when Italy 
ſwarmed with vagabonds, called banditti, 
who- made robbing a buſineſs. Some of 
theſe companies were ſo bold and ſormidable, 
thac if they intended to murder any one, 
he ſeldom eſcaped. This was carried ſo 
far, that not only travellers were aſſaſſinated 
- in their inns, but they ſent letters to per- 
ſons of quality, requiring them to lay ſuch

a ſum of money in a certain place, unleſs. 


they were willing to be murdered. But 
now this terrible race of men is quite extir- 
pated, and the roads are free from robbe- 


ries. The Jews were baniſhed out of this 


kiogdom till the reign of Charles V. but in 
1740 the late king allowed them to enter 
it again for the ſake of trade; however, in 
1743, and 1744, a terrible plague happen- 
ing, the churchmen perſuaded the king, 
that it was on account of the Jews, and 
fo they were expelled the kingdom again. 
The kingdom is divided into four large 
provinces, namely, Terra-di-Lavoro, A- 
bruzzo, Pugna, and Calabria, which are all 
ſubdivided into ſeveral diſtricts, 
NAPOLIDI MALVASIA, a town of 
the Morea in European Turkey, having an 
harbour at the mouth of the gulf of Napoli 
di Romania, 44 miles S. E. of that city.

of Burgundy. His ſon Philip II. who ſuc- 
ceeded his father as king of Spain, cruelly 
oppreſſing his ſubjects of the Low Coun- 
tries, either on account of their withſtand- 
Ing his encroachments on their liberties, or 
embracing the reformation, oc-aſioned a 
civil war, The conſequence of which at 
length was, that 7 of the 17 provinces 
threw off the Spaniſh yoke, and under the 
Prince-of Orange formed an alliance at Ut- 
recht; and theſe provinces have ever ſince 
had the name of the United Netherlands.

The Auſtrian and French Netherlands 
contain ten provinces, namely, Flanders, 
Brabant, Antwerp, Mechlin or Malines, 
Limburg, Luxemburg, Hainault, the Cam- 
breſis, Namur, and Artois. The foil is 
moſtly fruitful, producing corn and good 
paſture ; and there generally light lands are 
as valuable as the rich heavy grounds, by 
ſowing graſs, turneps, &c. but principally 
by the plantations of flax and hemp: their 
linen and lace manufaQures, namely, lawns, 
cambric, Mechlin, and Bruſſels laces, are 
brought to great perfection: their tapeſtry 
is very rich, and they have ſtill a good 
woollen manufacture, eſpecially of camb- 
lets and light ſtuffs : and to the admitting 
of artiſts from the Netherlands, and their 
encouragement in the ſeveral reigns for 
ages paſt, the woollen manufactures in 
England owe their origin, and the high per- 
fection to which they have been brought 
'at this day. Flanders is a level country, 
with ſcarce a hill or ſtone to be met with 
in it: the richeſt land lies between Dun- 
kirk and*Bruges, being 40 miles in length, 


abounding in wheat, barley, and as good 


meadow ground as any in Europe. But 
between Bruges and Ghent, and between 
Ghent and Antwerp is a gravelly ſoil ; and 
that part of Brabant lying between Ant- 
werp and Holland is equally unfit for corn, 
but has rich plantations of flax, hemp, and 
hops. The remainder of the Auſtrian Low 
Countries conſiſts of little hills and valleys, 
woods, uncloſed grounds, and champaign 
fields, as in England: and their numerous 
rivers and navigable canals running through. 
the whole country, givethem an advantage 
in the cheap carriage of the produce of the 

lands from one part to another. 
They had the greateſt woollen manufac- 
ture in the world, while Bruges was the 
ſtaple for Engliſh wool; and the foreign 
trade of Antwerp was much ſuperior to that 
of any European port, till the Dutch buile 
forts at the mouth of the Scheldt, and 
turned the current of commerce to Holland. _ 
No country of its bulk has more large 
towns or fine ſortifications ; it has been the

counties, even as far as Yorkſhire and Weſt- 


morland. By a late calculation from the 


' number of looms at work in this city only, 


it appeared there were no leſs than 120,000 


people employed in their manufactures of 


wool, ſilk, &c. in and about the town, in- 
cluding thoſe employed in ſpinning the- 


yarn uſed for ſuch goods as are all made in 


this city. There is a ſtocking manufac- 
tory alſo here, which has been computed 


at 60,0001. a- year. The inhabitants are 


generally ſo employed in their manufactures 


within doors, that this appears a melancholy 


place, except on Sundays and public days, 
when the ſtreets ſwarm with. them. By an 
act of parliament in 1726, certain duties are 
laid on goods brought into this city, for the 
repair ae bee walls, gates, the ſtathes, 
wharfs, and roads.

(ſays Mr Forſter), appeared more advan- 
tageous to the human figure, than any mo- 
dern ſaſhion we had hitherto ſeen. Boch 
ſexes are adorned, or rather disfigured by 
thoſe black ſtains, occaſioned by puncturing 
the ſkin, and rubbing a black colour into 


the wounds. No language (ſays Mr For 


ſter) ſeemed eaſier to acquire than theirs, 


every harſh and ſibilant conſonant being ba 
niſhed from it, and almoſt every word end.

tions of their vowels. The O and E, with ' 
which a great, part of the names and words 
begin, we found, was the article, which 
many eaſtern nations affix to the greater 


part of their ſubſtantives.” "Lhe houſes of 
the natives conſiſt only of a roef, thatched 
with the long prickly leaves of the palm-nut- 


tree, and ſupported by a few pillars made 
of the bread-tree. As a roof is ſufficient 


to ſhelter the natives from rains, and night-

As almoſt every French noble- 
man has a hotel or palace inthe city, with 
courts and gardens belonging to it, in this 
reſpe& Paris excells any thing of that kind to 
be met with in London. The Louvre, Thuil- 
leries, and other royal palaces here are, it is 
true, large and ſpacious, yet old decayed 


ſtructures. Paris conſiſts of three capital divi- 
ſions.

to diſagreee with ſtrangers; which is allo 


faid to be the caſe with the ſmail wines 


that are uſed by the inhabitants for com- 
mon drink. The houſes of Paris are furniſn- 


ed with brick floors, which are cleaned on- 
ly by being, watered and ſwept once a day.

The walls are covered with red tapeſtry, or 
damaſk, inſtead of wainſcotting. The beds 
are good, but ſo miſerably infeſted with 
bugs, that ſtrangers are very often obliged 
to ſleep on the floor during the heats of 
ſummer. The ſhops are very poorly fur- 


niſhed with goods, and the ſhop-keepers an 


indolent loitering ſort of people; who not- 


withſtanding the exceſſive devotion to the 


fair ſex profeſſed all over France, cauſe the 


women pack up parcels, and do the drud- 


gery of the ſhop, while they flalk about in 


.idleneſs. In general, however, the Pariſi- 
ans, as well as the whole nation, are ſober, 
and it is reckoned a difgrace to be intoxi- 


cated with liquor. Tea is very little uſed, 
but coffee in much greater quanticy, and 
proviſions of all kinds are excellent. The 
police is ſo well attended to, that quarrels 
or orher accidents ſeldom happen. - A body 
of horſe and foot patrole the ſtreets by 
night, and viſit the public hwuſes preciſely 
at twelve, to ſee that all the company are 
gone; ſo that no liquor can be had in Pa- 
ris after that hour. The public roads are 
likewiſe under excellent regulations, by 
which robberies very ſeldom happen; but, 
when they do, murder is the certain conſe- 
quence. The country in the neighbourhood 
of Paris is very pleaſant, containing a great 
number of fine ſeats, towns, and villages. 
Ihe above account of Paris is written previ- 
ous to the revolution, which has conſiderably 
altered the police and diſpoſition of the 
inhabitants. a | 

PARMA, (Duchy of), commonly join- 
ed with that of Placentia, bounded on the

of elephants than here and in the neigh- 


bouring provinces, and in theſe the ſtrength 


of their armies conſiſts. The Engliſh from 
Fort St George, traflick with this country 
in furs, ſkins, rubies, ſapphires, and other 
recious ſtones. Their houſes are often 
uilt on pillars, and during the rains have 
no communication with the high lands but 
by boats. Their king is abſolute, as moſt 
of the oriental princes are, but tributary to 
the monarch of Ava.

male iſſue, that the princeſs, his daughter, 
be declared infanta of Poland, and whom 
ſhe ſhall marry-(with conſent of the repu- 
blic) to be king, and their iſſue ſucceffors 


to the crown—the qucen to be regent till 


the king is of age, which is to be at 18 
years. The lawgiving, the judicial, and 


the executive powers, are ſeparated for e. 


ver ; the former is to Temain deciſive and 
ſuſpenſive with the fenate in the diet or 
national aſſembly; the latter is to be exer- 
ciſed by the king with the ſenators, ſrom 
whom and others a council of fix reſpon-

Beſides this, 
the king is always obliged to live in good 
underſtanding with the ſtates of the king- 
dom, which are, the clergy, nobility, and 
what is called the third ſtate. © Likewiſe 
the authority of the king is bounded by the 
fundamental laws of the kingdom, for he 
cannot raiſe any more taxes than were (et- 
tled in 1674, nor carr he appoint a+ ſucceſ- 
ſor when there is any failure in thé royal 
line. One would think the Portugueſe 
ſhould abound in gold, filver, and jewels, 
but they are naturally indolent, and ſo fond 
of luxury in every ſenſe, that they ſpend 
all their wealth 'in the purchaſe of foreign 
merchandizes. No other religion is allow- 
ed here but the Roman catholic, and they 
have 3 archbiſhops, and 10 biſhops; beſides 
a patriarch, - They have three ſevere inqui- 
ſitions, and yet there are a great number of 
concealed Jews, and even among the gran- 
dees of the court. The authority of the 
Pope is fo great, that the King cannot 
confer any benefice without his conſent. 
Beſides theſe, there are three orders of ec- . 
cleſiaſtical knights, who enjoy great reve- 
nues, and who would be very formidable, 
if the king was not grand maſter. In 1580 
there was a failure in the royal line, and 
then Philip II. King of Spain got poſſeſſion 
of the throne; but in 1640 there was a great 
revolution, and John Duke of Braganza ob- 
tained the crown, whoſe deſcendents have 
enjoyed it ever ſince.

to the nation. The products of Scotland. 
in general, however, are multifarious and 
valuable. It feeds vaſt herds of cattle, and 
its hills are covered with ſheep ; it produ- 
ces much grain and flax; its woods of oak 
and fir might firniſh maſts and timber for 
the uſe of the Britiſh navy; its mines are 
rich in coal, lead, and iron; ſreeſtone, 
limeſtone, and ſlate are found in abundance; 
neither Greece nor Italy can boaſt a greater 
ſtore of beautiful marble ; fine rock cryſtals, 
pearls, and variegated pebbles, are not un- 
common; and its rivers and lakes are rich-. 
ly ſtored with ſalmon and trout, and a va. 
riety of other fiſhes, The Scottiſh moun- 
tains, in former times, were infeſted by the 


wolf and the bear; but happily thoſe: fe- 


rocious animals have long been extirpated, 
The wild ox was alfo an inhabitant of the 
Caledonian foreſt : herds of wild roes, to 
this day, range at large in the northern 
mountains; and the flag is often ſeen in the 
woods. There, too, the beautiful bird cal- 
led capercailzie, or cock of the wood, is 
ſomerimes found. The lofty ſummits are 
the haunt of the ptarmigan, and the Al. 
pine hare; and black game and grouſe 
ſwarm among the heath, and often become 
the prey of ! eagle and the falcon. \ A- 
mong the wild animals which Scotland 
poſſeſſes in common with England, are the 
fox, the badger, the otter, ' the hedgehog, 
the hare and rabbit; the weaſel, the mole, 
and other ſmall quadrupeds ;—the patridge, 
the quail, the ſuipe, the plover, and many 
other birds.

The 
ſultry heats in ſummer laſt only 2, or at 
moſt 3 months; and theſe are generally al- 
leviated by cooling breezes; beſides, this 
exceſſive heat is only about 4 or 5 hours at 
moſt in a day, during the above ſpace, 
while all the remainder of the year is de- 
lightful and temperate. We may add, that 
the air is generally ſerene and clear; the 
great rains fall regularly in their ſeaſons of 
ſpring and autumn. It muſt be owned, 
however, that the degrees of heat and cold 

differ very much between the northern and 

ſouthern parts of Spain. The ſoil of this 

country is in general fruicful, and though 
it differs greatly in one place from another, 


and the more northern places be the moſt 


barren, yet its very mountainous and rocky 
parts produce ſomething for uſe. They 
have alſo excellent meadow grounds, The 
Spaniſh wheat is inferior to none, if not 
the very beſt in Europe. Barley is here 
very good, and in ſuch plenty, that it is the 
common grain for their horſes and mules, 
oats being very ſcarce, Wine they likewiſe 
have in great abundance, ſuch as Malaga, 
Sherry, Galicia, Alicant, Barcelona, and an 
almoſt infinite variety of others equally 
good.

and all the advantage they reap is from the 
duties of exports and imports. The num- 
ber of Chriſt:ans exceeds that of Mahome- 
tans, eſpecially in European Turkey, where 
they are allowed the, free exerciſe of their 
religion, in compenſation for their labour 
and induſtry, which are the main ſupport 


ot this empire; and they are never forced 


into their armies, but left to follow their 
ſeveral employments ; the gentry of Turkey

The Grand Scignior indeed has 
an abſolute authority over the inhabitants 
of the ſeraglio, his baſhaws and officers, 
as well as over his Chriſtian ſubjeQs; yet 


the Turkiſh gentry, who, have no places at 


court, or dependence on the ſovereign, en- 
Joy their liberties and properties. and pay 
no taxes to the government, the attempting 


to impoſe which, or any innovation of their 
_ cuſtoms in the leaſt, would hazard the de- 


poſing of the Grand Seignior. , His baſhaw, 
governors, and officers of ſtate, together 
with the inhabitants of the ſeraglio, and 


even the janizaries, are the children of 
' Chriſtian parents, either taken in war, or 


purchaſed from Georgia or Circaſlia, and 
erained up by the Turks in military diſcip- 


line from their infancy, and in the Maho- 


metan religion. The Turkiſh militia is 
very numerous, hut the flower of all, and 
their chief dependence are the janizaries, of 
which 25,000 are always in pay. Other 
troops bear this name, but are not enrolled 


with the former, and may amount to about 


100.000 in the whole Turkiſh empire. The 


ſedar or commanding officer of the janiza- 


ries in every province, takes money of the 


Turks to be entered into this bi- dy; fo that 
esch by rhis means purchaſes the privilege 


of committing any outrages with impunity, 
and being ſcreened ſrom juſtice ; ſince a ja- 


nizary is accountable to none but his of- 


ficers for any violence he may commit,

Bonneval having introduced the French diſ- 


cipline among them, they made à good ad- 
vantage of it in the recovery of the vaſt 
extent of cauntry 3. of the Danube.

Turks, conſidering their extenſive domi- 


nions, which lie on ſeveral ſeas, with their 
many commodious harbours, are but weak 
in maritime force, principally owing to 
their neglect of navigation and foreign 


commerce, ſo that they are in great want 


of good mariners, ſkilful pilots, and expe- 
rienced officers z thoſe which belong to the 
Grand Seignior fcarcely knowing how to 


uſe the compaſs. The revenues of the 


Grand Seignior are partly fixed, and part- 
ly caſual. The fixed are thoſe ariſing from 
the cuſtoms, the capitation or poll tax im- 
poſed upon the Jews and the Chriſtians, 
the exciſe upon all the produce of ſoil, and 
the annual ſums frem the tributaries, be- 
ſides five millions of livres returned from 
Egypt. The caſual revenues conſiſt in in- 
heritances, the prince being heir to the 
great and ſmall to whom he gave penſions, 
and alſo to the foldiers when they die with- 
out children. If only daughters are leſt, 
he receives two thirds of the eſtate. The 
ſpoils of the great men of the Porte, and 


of the baſhaws, riſe to an immenſe ſum; very 
often the Grand Seignior does not ſtay for 


their dying a natural death, or give them 
time to conceal their treaſure, but their 


gold, filver, jewels, and heads, are carried at 


once to the ſeraglio. Beſides ſuch as the 
ſultan gratifies with any poſt of conſequence, 
are indiſpenſably obliged to make him pre- 
The eſtabliſhed religion throughout 
Turkey is Mahometaniſm, or that propa- 
gated by the impoitor Mahomet, but Chril- 


tians and Jews are tolerated among them.

lives, &c. and the plains with corn of all 
ſorts, rice, and whatever is neceſſary, uſe- 
ful, or delightful. No country is better 
planted with mulberry trees for feeding 
their ſilk worms, and thereby enabling the 
natives to make the moſt valuable ſilks. 
The government of this duchy was deſpo- 
tic; the duke's council being compoſed of 
a few confidents, only in caſes of difficulty, 
he called x2 counſellors to their aſſiſtance, 
who were men of experience. Since this 
country came into the hands of the Duke of 


Lotrain (afterwards emperor), having been 
obliged to quit his paternaiduchy to France, 


in lieu of this, it was under a regency at Flo- 
rence, under which the people were govern- 


ed by their ancient laws, the duke ha- 


ving made no alterations in them, but ra- 
ther confirmed thoſe ancient privileges they 
enjoyed, while they were as free people. 
The late Emperor Leopold, ,when Duke of 
Tuſcany, made a new code of criminal laws, 
by which capital puniſhments are inflicted 
in caſes of murder only,—Thete laws met 
with the entire approbation of his ſubjects, 
The revenues of this duchy are computed 
to amount to one million of ducats, ariſing 
from the tenths of the yearly value of every 
houſe, the tenth of all eſtates ſold, the 
ground rents of the houſes in Leghorn, and 


other cities, 8 per cent; out of the portions 


of women that marry, 5 ſhillings on every 
head of cattle when ſold, and almoſt a ge- 
neral exciſe on all proviſions. Beſides the 
ordinary militia, he has only his guards, 
and ſome armed galleys at ſea. And upon 
occaſion he hires mercenaries, particularly 
Swiſs troops. In Tuſcany are the domini- 


ons of other ſovereigns, as thoſe of the Re- 


public of Lucca, the ſtate Delle Preſidii, 
belonging to the Spaniards, and ſome other 
domains, which have particular proprictors.

demands, and decided in favour of the pro- 
vinces of New Hampſhire and New York, 
by conſiderably contracting the boundaries 
of Vermont. Soon after this refuſal, the 
congreſs finding that Gen. Haldiman, go- 


vernor of Canada, had attempted to profit 


by the diſpute, and was forming a league 
with them, they thought proper to relax in 
their former ſeverity, and tranſmitted a 
propoſal to the Vermonteſe, ſtating, that 
they were willing to admit their title to the 
rank of a free and independent ſtate. This 
propoſal was acceded to by a large majority 


in the provincial congreſs of Vermont, and 


the matter was finally adjuſted in the month 
of April 1782.

That 
near the fea is generally ſandy, and with 
out ſtenes, for which reaſon they ſeldem 
ſhoe their horſes. The richeſt lands lie 
near the branches of the rivers, and abound 
with various ſorts of timber, ſurpriſingly 


large. The names of the trees are not ta- 


ken notice of, becauſe, properly ſpeaking, 
they all differ, in fome teſpect or other, 
from thoſe in Europe. At the heads of the 
rivers there are mountains, valleys, hills, 
and plains, with different trees; and in- 
deed not many years ago, the whole coun- 
try ſeemed to be one continued wood, with 
plantations here and there, where the roots 
of the trees had been grubbed up. But it 
is to be ſuppoſed, that as the country grows 
more populous, moſt of the trees will be 
cut down, and it will be well if they don't 
run into the other extreme, and leave the 
country deſtitute of wood. There are allo 
great varieties of carth for medicine, ſcour- 
ing, making all ſorts of earthen ware, and 
pipes; and there is alſo marl for manuring 
the land. There are others for painting, 
ſuch as red and yellow oker; and in the 
upper parts are mines of antimony, tals 
coal, with quarries of flate and ſtone 19 
building, as alſo pebble-ſtones. However, 
the coal is at preſent of no uſe, for plent] 
of wood for firing grows at every mau! 
door. In proceſs of time there is great res 
ſon to believe, that there will be mines & 
various kinds found in the mountains, which 
at preſent the inhabitants do not think f 
worth while to enquire after. There axe!

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moſt proper methods for promoting their 
common intereſt ; and accordingly each 
particular ſtate appoints ſome perſon to re- 
preſent it, and this aſſembly is called the 
Aſſembly of the States General, who are ſti- 
led High and Mighty Lords, or their High- 
Mightineſſes. As this aſſembly cannot make 
war, peace, alliances, or impoſe taxes with- 
out the conſent of every province and city; 
ſo neither can the particular ſtates of any 
province determine upon any thing of this 
kind, without the conſent of every city and 
petty republic in it. The ſtates general 
ſit conſtantly at the Hague, among whom 
neither governor nor ſtadtholder, captain 
general, nor any officer in the army. is ſuf- 
fered to have a ſear. Each province ap- 
Foints alternately a weekly preſident, who 
ſits in the center of the aſſembly. Every 
province deputes what number of repreſen- 
tatives they pleaſe, but all from one province 
have only a ſingle voice. The ſtates of 
Holland are compoſed of the repreſentatives _ 


of the nobility, who have one voice, and 


of 18 cities which have alſo one each. The 
ſupreme authority in the city of Amſterdam 
is lodged in the ſenate, conſiſting of 36 
members : the dignity of a ſenator is for 
life, unleſs forfeited by mal-adminiſtration, 
voluntary reſignation, or removal of habi- 
tation, when the ſurviving ſenators elect 
another in his room. The ſenate alſo elects 
the duputies of the ſtates of Holland, and 
appoints the burgomaſters and eſchevins, 
which are equivalnt to mayer and aldermen. 
The penſioner may be reſembled to our re- 
corder, who is always a perſon well verſed - 
in the civil law and cuſtoms of the country, 
and has a very great influence in the ſtate,

not anſwer the expence. The principal ri- 
vers are the Eden, the Lune, the Kent, to- 
gether with the Tees, Belo, Lowther, Roo- 
tha, and Emont. The Eden, which riſes 
in the eaſtern borders, runs moſtly north- 
ward, and, having received eight ſmall ri- 
vers, enters Cumberland. The Lune riſes 
within a few miles of the Eden, and, after 
running a little to the eaſtward, turns to- 
wards the ſouth, and Enters Lancaſhire. 
The Kent flows from a lake called Ken, or 
Kent- mere, wn running moſtly ſouthward, 
after it has palled Kendal, which takes its 
name from this river, falls into the Iriſh Sea 
at the 8.

Beſidez, 
they ſow again'the very next day after they 
have reaped, The inhabitants are greatly 
civilized, and very reſpectſul to each other, 
eſpecially to their ſuperiors; and they are 
alſo ſo induſtrious, that even the women 
are never idle. Theſe brew the beer, dreſs 
the victuals, and ſell all forts of commodi- 
ties at the market, Thoſe that are rich 
employ their wives and ſlaves in tilling the 


with the product as well as in flaves; for 
ſome of them are able to deliver 1000 of 
the latter every month. The chicf men 
have generally 40 or 50 wives, the princi- 
pal captains 300 or 400, and the king yoco 
or 5000. However, they are extremely jea- 


| lous, and, on the leaſt ſuſpicion, will (ell 


them to the Europeans for flaves. If any 
one happens to touch one of the king's 
wives accidentally, he is doomed to perpe- 
tual flavery. This being conſidered, it is 
no wonder that the women. are not fond 
of being the king's wives ; nay, ſome of 
them will prefer a ſpeedy death to fuch a 
miſerable life. They live in a manner by 
gueſs, for they have no feſtivals nor dif- 
tinction of days, hours, weeks, months, or 
years, The cuſtom of circumciſion is uſed 
here, but they are not able to tell why 
they uſe it, nor ſrom whence it is derived, 
They are ſuch great gameſters, that they 
will fake all they have at play, not except- 
ing their wives and children. Their rel. 
gion is very ſuperſtitious, for they have 
vaſt number of idols; and they deiſy the 
moſt contemptible animal that they ſee firl 
in a morning, not excepting even ſtock 
and ſlones. However, they have à princi 
pal regard ſor ſnakes, very high trees, 

the ſea. An Engliſh factor new come orch, 


found a ſnake in the houſe belonging to ide 
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fatory, ant killed it without the leaſt 


{cruple; which ſo ineenſed the negroes, that 
they were for revenging the death of the 


ſnake, not only upon him that killed it, 


but upon the whole factory; but by the 
force of preſents, and the interpoſition of 
the people of the other factories, this af- 


fair was made up, and the ſnake honour- 


ably interred. However, to prevent the 


ke accidents, they gave them warning not 
to do the like for the future. With regard 


'to animals, they have oxen, cows, goats, 
ſheep, and hogs, as well as tame fowls ; 
ſuch as turkeys, ducks, and hens, which laſt 
are extremely plentiful. There are many 
wild beaſts within land, fuch as elephants, 


| buffaloes, tigers, ſeveral kinds of deer, and 
a ſort of hates, with ſevcral uncommon 


animals, which we have not room to de- 
ſcribe, The fruits are citrons, lemons, 
.oranges, bananoes, tamarinds, and ſeveral 


'other ; and they have vaſt numbers of palm- 
trees, from which they get their wine.

totally neglected and over-run with weeds, 
were found cabbages, onions, leeks, pur- 


flain, radiſhes, muſtard, &c. and a few 
fine potatoes, greatly improved by change 
of ſoil. In other places, every thing had 


been rooted out, to make room ſor tempo- 


tary villages. The only quadrupeds are 


dogs and rats: The former are domeſtic,

and for food; and the latter, 
not numerous, ſeem alſo to be eaten. ' The 
birds, like the vegetable productions, are 
almoſt entirely peculiar to the country; and 


though it is difficult to follow them in the 


woods, on account of the under wood and 


climbing plants, yet a perſon, by remaining

as will ſerve for fix or eight others. 
tain Cook introduced European poultry, and. 
on his laſt viſit had the ſatisfaction to find 
them increaſed, both in a wild and dome- 
ſtic ſtate, beyond all danger of being ever 
exterminated. Their creeks ſwarm with 
fiſh, which are not cnly wholeſome, but 
equally delicious with thoſe of Europe.— 
The rocks are furniſhed with great quan- 
tities of excellent muſſels, one ſort of which 
meaſures above a foot ' in length, and 
with great variety of other ſhell-fiſh. * The 


men are ſtout, well-made, and fleſhy ; but 


none of them corpulent, like the lazy and 


| luxuriant inhabitants of Otaheite and the 
Society iſles ; and they are alſo exceedingly 
vigorous and active.
